This was an important point 
gained, because when we began selling 
much more than we bought and receiving 
a good price for the balance rn our tavor, 
that was the most convincing argument 
that we were, as a nation, on the road to 
prosperity. 
From 1869 to 1873, the bal - 
ance of trade against the United States was 
551 millions of dollars; and when we now 
consider that for the three years just past 
the balance in our favor was 488 millions 
it dollars, we can appreciate the immense 
strides this country is taking toward pros- I 
perdy. 
The next thing which tends to build up 
the country, the strengthen trade, to revive 
commerce, to give employment to capital, 
and to find labor for the 
working 
man, is the absolute certainty of money 
values, aud this has been fixed by resump­ 
tion, which has forever wiped out the pre­ 
mium on gold in the United States. Ti*en 
again, the crops are abundant and have 
been harvested in excellent condition.

W au kegan ’ Iii., July 26—One of the 
most appalling disasters that have ever 
happened on the Milwaukee braach of the 
Northwestern Railway occurred at War­ 
ren’s Crossing, about three-quarters of a 
mile south of this city, at 6 o'clock this 
evening, resulting in the death of four men 
and the serious injury of several others. 
As the gravel train, composed of ten fiat 
cars, which had been engaged in ditching 
at the cut a short distance this side of 
Lake Forest, was backing into the station 
to make way for the regular 5:10 ex­ 
press, 
the 
flat car in frout of the 
train struck a cow at the crossing, partial­ 
ly throwing the car from the track and 
teleticjpiug the balance ut the train, with 
the exception of one car and the engine, 
which remained upon the track. Nineteen 
men were employed upon the train, nearly 
all of whom were sealed or standing upon 
the car which struck the obstruction. Tne 
men were thrown from the cars, and many 
cf them buried 
beneath 
the debris of 
the 
wreck. 
The' 
news 
of 
the 
accident soon spread throughout town, 
and in a comparatively short time a large 
crowd of excited citizens were on tne 
spot doing all in their power to relieve the 
suffering of the unfortunate men. who lay 
mangled and helpless at the side of the 
track beneath portions of the wreck. 
One 
by one the bodies of the dead men were 
removed, amid the pitiful cries of 
the 
friends who had assembled at the scene of 
the accident.

THE NORTH AMERICAN REVIEW. 
The North American Review lor August 
opens with an article of unusual interest 
from the pen of Richard Wagner. 
It is 
entitled “The Work and Mission of My 
Life." He gives a vivid sketch of his art 
life from boyhood till he returned to Ger­ 
many from Paris upon the first representa­ 
tion oi “Rienzi” in Dresden. 
He analyzes 
the tendency of musical art in Germany 
since the beginning of the century, treat­ 
ing with unsparing criticism the influence 
ot the French and Italian schools upon 
German music, and explaining what he has 
attempted to accomplish in elevating the 
dramatic and musical art. 
“The Diary of 
a Public Man," consists of extracts from 
the diary of one who was closely connected 
with political movements at the beginning 
of our civil war. The writer was intimate­ 
ly acquainted with the principal actors at 
Washington in the negotiations which were 
entered into between 
the .Secessionists 
and those who were using every endeavor 
to avoid war, and he gives many interest­ 
ing passages from the secret history of that 
troubled time. The paper is a yaluablo 
addition to the history of the Rebellion. 
The third article is an eloquent tribute by 
Wendell Phillips to the memory of Gar­ 
rison, and contains a brilliant summary of 
the life and character 
of 
the great 
abolitionist. The writer claims for Garri­ 
son a place in history as a man of profound 
statesmanship, since he was the first to 
organize a movement for the abolition of 
slavery with methods so wise aud far 
reaching that success crowned the work. 
“The Power of Dissolution," by Edward 
A. Freeman, the historian, is a remarkably 
concise and lucid paper upon the power 
of the English throne to dissolve Parlia­ 
ment. Tne next article is entitled “The 
Founder of the Khedivate.” It was writ­ 
ten about forty years ago by the late John 
L. Stephens, the distinguished American 
traveler. It gives an interesting account 
of the career of Mohammed Ali, the 
grandtather of the Khedive who has 
lately lost his throne, and the founder ot 
modern Egypt. The sixth paper treats of 
the ' Future of Resumption." The anon­ 
ymous writer Hods in tho present situation 
elements of danger which should be con - 
sidered by all thoughtful men. 
These 
arise from the act of Congress of May 31, 
1878, which prohibits the retirement ol 
the cotes a9 soon as they are redeemed, 
and from the act of February 28, in the 
same year, which occasions an accumula­ 
tion of standard silver dollars in the Treas 
ury. He finds cause for uneasiness also 
in what he regards as incomplete concep­ 
tions held by the Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury in relation to a government currency, 
aud in the tendency ot Congress to force 
the government to use silver in the pay­ 
ment of Its indebtedness. 
The scheme ut 
redemption is regarded as defective, be­ 
cause the redeemed notes may be re- 
ismed, and because silver has been made 
legal tender. The concluding article on 
“Recent Works on Ancient History and 
Philology" is an instructive review of live 
publications relating to the history, lan­ 
guage aud customs of early Aryans, by 
John Fiske.

What careful preparations had been made 
tor that result during the four years pre­ 
ceding 1861. 
Your arms were scattered 
mostly among the Southern States; your 
navies were scattered whereyer the winds

Mr. Gnairman, such magnanimity as was 
exhibited by this nation ou tnat occasion, 
the world has never seen. 
We gave them 
their lives; we restored to them their prop­ 
erty, and finding them naked, 
WE CLOTHED THEM, 
and restored them to citizenship. 
They 
were bound by the laws of nations, and by 
ilie laws oi war for a thousand years, to 
uave paid every dollar of the expense of 
tnat rebellion (applause,) every single dol­ 
lar they had pledged and lost, and they 
were hound to pay eyery dollar of the ex 
pen8es of that war. 
We in our magnani­ 
mity forgave them the debt, and took them 
to our arms as brethren, and now, in 1879, 
wnat do we find ?
